“ For such I predict the same fate as came 
to Absalom, who said: ‘O, that I were a 
great judgein the world. ... Then would 
I do unto all justice.’ Possioly you remem- 
ber that ‘all who were/‘n distress, and all 
that were in debt, and all that were discon- 
tented came unto him.’”’ 


Mentions “Frenzied” Broker’s Name. 
The name of the “ frenzied ” Boston broker

* Cifeft Justice Fuller is a good lawyer, as 
everybody knows, and has made a splendid

The proposed ordinance for the extension 
of the Northwestern Elevated lines over the 
tracks of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad to the city imite was taken up 
again by the committee, and the subcommit- 
tee, of which Ald. Bennett is chairman, was 
authorized to confer with Corporation Coun- 
sel Tolman over the legal points invoived and 
draft an ordinance not including the permis- 
sion for two additional tracks upon. the rail- 
road's right of way.

It 
was guilty, with hanging ae the penalty. 
Takes the Verdict Calmly. 
Briggs took the verdict coolly, and after a 
moment's conversation with his attorney 
was taken back to his cell. A formal motion 
probably will be made early next week for a 


new trial. 

During the day there apparently had been 
much discussion in the juryroom., and listen- 
ers outside the door heard voices raised in 
expostulation or vehement comment. It was 
believed that there ‘was a dispute over the 
guilt or innocence of the defendant, but As- 
sistant State's Attorney Holt, after the ver- 
@ict was given, said the jury had been agreed 
on this point from the fret. 

Delay Is Over Punishment. 

“T undetetand,” he said, “ that there was 
no difference of opinion as to the guilt of 
Briggs. There was much dispute over the 
sentence, and this kept the jury out so long. 
Some of the jurors favored a sentence of life 
imprisonment, but at last accepted the views 
of the majority that the death punishment 
should be inflicted.”’ 

Briggs, with two companions, entered 
Peterson's cigar store, at Lake and Robey 
streets, on. the evening of Sept. 12, 1904. 
Peterson offered no resistance, but he was 
shot before he could comply with the de- 
mand to put up his hands. Briggs was ar- 
rested a few hours later.

I guess I was in no way different from the 
hundreds of boys who are running messages 
in the streets of the great cities today.

Loyalty to His Employer 
Is the Clerk’s Cue, 


By Henry Dawson. — 


™HE hardest thing to be learned by 

the clerk?” repeated one of the 

; answering t question. 

“ Make the answer and strong 

and I will tell you: It is to learn to carry out 

as it should be the detail instruction of his 
employer.” 

This labor expert had an interesting process 
of reasoning in accounting for the condition 
in store, office, and factory. It is that the 
American people especially are a lawless peo- 
ple at heart—lawless eapecially in thé small 
way to make each person have the slightest 
regard for the liberties and rights of others; 
the children of these people have not the 
training that they should have, and discipline 
sits lightly upon them; lacking nearly all 
semblance of loyalty for the employer, these 
young Americans are keeping employers 
awake at night im the effort to solve ways 
and means for bringing them into the full 
position of employés, owing their bread to 
their opportunity to labor. 

Considering the applications for the wide 
range of clerkships in Chicago it is the opin-. 
ion of the employment expert that the appii- 
cant has small recognition of his opportu- 
nities and that he appears utterly asleep to 
the conditions upon which hisemployment or 
failure of employment may rest. 

First Impression Goes Long Ways. 

A business man wishes to hire a clerk for 
the reason that there is more work to do in 
the house than can be done by the present 
force. This means that the employer is a 
busy man who probably will have little time 
to give in the consideration of an application. 
Not only fs this true, but In the case of the 
average business man in search of help, he 
depends greatly upon the first impressions 
which a candidate may make. If the truth 
might be @iscovered it probably would be 
that the busy business man in receiving an 
applicant hag sized him up while the applicant 
has been crossing the room. 

This value of a first impression cannot be 
overestimated, and if the candidate for a 
position knew just how little will serve to 
upset a young man’s chances with an em- 
ployer, he would consider the first appoint- 
ment to be the supreme test. As a matter 
of fact, most choices of employés are made 
at this first meeting, or are definitely refused. 
I know an employer who turned back a young 
man who came into the room with a lighted 
cigar in his fingers, though the employer 
himself was smoking, and I know another 
one who refused another applicant for the 
reason that he came into the employer's pri- 
vate office and sat down there with his hat 


on while the employer was uncovered. 


* 
Cannot Be Too Polite. 
Going back to the lack of training in regard 
to the details of @ work in hand, you might 
safely say that if these two young men had 
possessed that knowledge from proper train- 
ing they might each have had the place they 
applied for. This training would have 
prompted them to be on the lookout for any 
of the small observances of etiquette in busi- 
ness, and they could not have offended in 
either way.

“Why, where did you drop from!” he ex- 
claims.as he grasps the proffered hand. ' In 
dimost every case the acquaintance men- 
tions the town or city where my friend knew 
him, and once the face is associated with the 
town or the environment, my friend calls the 
name and recalis.the associations with the 
readiness of one consulting a gazetteer. 

Most of the inability to recognize and re- 
member faces comes from the lack of asso- 
ciation of the name with the face. Ten per- 
sons remember the face and have forgotten 
the name to one person who has forgotten 
the face and name alike. In modern intro- 
auctions in public places, and even -in the 
streets, the names of the parties to the cere- 
mony are seldom caught by either of them. 
Pérhaps the person who has introduced them 
is talking te the newcomer and taking his 
attentions away from the person introduced 
until the moment of parting again come. 
Then the man who has the least faculty for 
remembering a face may be at the figurative 
mercy of the one who walks away with the 
mutual friend. The mutual friend will have 
given the name of the third person to his com- 
panion, maybe putting some stress of inter- 
est in him for the other man, and when these 
newly met-acquaintances come together

In this matter of nonrecognitions the in- 


ability to call the name is more keenly. feit 
than anything associated with the meeting. 
If you can call your acquaintance plainly 
and surely by name he will forgive you for 
baving forgotten where it was you met or 
what. were the circumstances of any of your 
associations. But if you can remember the 
name you can remember the associ 

and. remembering these, any troumees of 
feature are eliminated.

Shorthand Hard. 

“I kept up my practice as well as able (for 
actual office work is not ‘ practice’ in the 
sense of perfecting one in the art of short- 
hand writing), and tried the examinations 
frequently, keeping my name on one or more 
registers of eligibles much of the time, but 
paying. no attention-to thé short cuts by 
which I might have gainedtime. The exam- 
ination in shorthand is an extremely difficult 
ore, and the tests oh the machine grew more 
and more severe as the commission gained 
experience. What was at first the simple 


copying of a plain paper became.a full sheet _ 


of difficult tabulating work, requiring much 
careful practice not to be gained in any office 
where most of the .work consists of simple 
letter writing. For this reason persons con- 
sidering themselves experts often fail, the 
test presenting really a new branch of type- 
writing work, but one much employed in the 
government departments. 

“It was thus that by the timeI placed my- 
self in a position to secure an appointment 
I had been declared by an expert instructor 
to be a competent court reporter. Tests 
were made, and a few cases reported in a 
manner declared to be entirely satisfactory, 
but I concluded to leave the reporting work 
with its severe strain to younger people, and 
stick to Uncle Sam. Notwithstanding the 
fact that matters have not always been as 
rosy as might have.been, I have seen no real 
reason for regretting this step. Opportunity 
having offered to remain in Chicago, I did not 
go to Washington after all.”

“Poor” but Has a “Roll.” 

As an example of the manner fn which a 
tolerably decent debtor is treated by the 
decent collector; I recall an experience of my 
Own year ago.

Rad to go out in that direction a day or two 
— and I called at the address, discover- 


th the only outlet in the alley. The one 
room was indescribably filthy and poverty 
stricken. I asked the woman some questions 
and she said they had just moved therefrom 
Detroit, and that her husband was then out 
Idoking for work. 

That afternoon In sorting up collections for 
Misposition, I tried to lay this Detroit col- 
‘Igction for $58 into the pile that was to be 


‘ rétiirned “as impossible. Instead I made a 


mistake and put it with those upon which’ 
it was to be brought. Two days later the 
whom I had questioned tn the base- 
- in.and told me she wanted to pay. 
tha®pill,-and she did pay it right there out 
of a roll several times bigger than theamount 
of.the ‘debt. 
You may put it down as 2 tact scarcely to 
be questioned tn any circumstances, that the 
decent, well. disposed debtor seldom suffers 
at the hands of creditor, collector, or con- 
stable. It is always safe to reserve sympathy 


‘In the case of the average justice court pro- 


cedure on a debt.- I have been criticised, for 


instance, for taking most of my cases to 
north side justices of the peace when the 
downtown justices are so much nearer.. Th® 
_ reason for. this js. that the downtéwn justices. 

are overcrowtled with work, while some of 


those north, west, and south have mereny 
anything to do. 

Perhaps. the collection agent éheuye will 
have a hard name with fhe general public, 
‘but enough of the general public has to be 
‘sued for its debts. to insure this. But it ts 
‘gafe to say that tf a person owes an honest 


debt and an. honest collector can bring about | 
the payment of it, the rest of the world ought 


to have mighty few kicks coming. 


HILE it is @ fact that the trades 
re not so attractive to the young 
man of today,as they were to his 
father, there is still much room and 
opportunity for the right young 
man In many of the skilled crafts.

In some 4 
workman can ‘hardly hope to be anything 
but a wage earner, no matter how long or 
how hard he works. *Kedfiomic conditions 
ruling some lines of industry. are so adjusted 
that the young man. entering them becomes 
nothing more or less than an intelligent ma- 
chine, a machine that will earn good wages 
for so long as it can perform its duties with 
entire satisfaction,to.the employer. These 
conditions. ‘absolutely forbid the man in the 
trade to hope for. arlything better than wages 
as his portion of the work, for the great 
capital necessary to nfiake even the smallest 
beginning is prohibitive to ahy worker. 
‘Then there are other trades where the man 
with industry, economy, and a good share 
of business can readily become a business 
man On a@ small scale after several years’ 
work. These are the trades that a young 
man should be careful to pick for himseif 
if he is to learn a trade. The others he 
should shun, for they offer nothing satisfac- 
tory as a reward for good, intelligent, and 
conscientious effort. They offer only day 


- wages, and, to the tsolated exceptions, the

Economical Ones Find Opportunity 
In the first class the plumbers, carpenters, 
and painters undoubtedly will lead in the ° 


' number of men who worked up from journey- 
men to become their own bosses. This does 


not mean that it is easier to get rich in these 
crafts than the others, but that it is easier to 
get into business in a smail way through 
them. The reasons are that little capital 
is required to start in them and that there 
gre always plenty of small jobs to be picked 
up thet are beneath the notice of the large 
contractors in these lines. The pay in the 
first two is good. In the second it is not ro 
good, still it should be enough to allow the 
economical worker who is working with an 
object in view to save some money. 

That there is a chance for the journeyman 


to become contractor in these trades is shown 


by the fact that nearly all the employers in 
these lines once worked for wages at a trade 
themselves. This‘means that it has been 
done and can be done again. Through work- 
ing at the trades for several years the work- 
man becomes acquainted -with the men who 
have such work to be done, and often they 
leave’ theii’. po@itions to Work for themselves 
through the others. 
Large Capital a Deterrent. 

As a printer or cigarmaker it will require 
moré capital to get a than In the three 
trades just mentioned. till there are hun- 
dreds of men in business in either of these 
lined who weke once Gay workers. They 
saved some money while working and ven- 
tured out for themselves when the oppor- 
tunity offered. The starts thus made are 
necessarily small, sometimes for awhile yield-
